children were caught unwarned an 
some forty or fifty suffered injurie 
ot a more or less serious nature. 


Fortunately no one was killed out 


right. 
As far as is known now, n 


one was fatally hurt but many sul 
fered broken bones and internal in 
juries which will keep them confined 
to the hospitals or their homes fo 
several days. 


As the bleachers went down fam 


seated on the section which remain 
ed standing rushed pell mell from 
their seats to safety on the gromu 
fearing that the other section migh 
also collapse. 


These people and those who were 


thrown into the mass of wreckage 
and injured men and women, imme 
diately commenced work of rescu 
ing those who were hurt. 
As f, 


as they could be taken out of tne 
wreckage, the people were carrier 
to the grass or the gate where the} 
were given medical attention. 


Several ambulances and the pa 


trol wagon were called and hurried 
to the park. 
Those most senouslj 


hurt were given "first-aid to the in 
jured" attention at the 
park and 


then rushed to the hospitals. 


A number of physicians who wer< 


present at the game took care of thi 
injured as fast as they were brough 
out and in a number of cases but lit 
tie need was required of them. 


- A peculiar feature of the disaste 


was the fact that a number of women 
were among those who occupied this 
section of the bleacher. Two of the 
women carried babies. Mrs. Judd 
one of the injured, as she lelt the 
scat sink beneath her, involuntarily 
threw the child into the air and hei 
husband caught it. 
The child was 


uninjured, though both 
the father 


and the mother suffered slight in- 
juries. 
That no one was killed 01 


more seriously hurt is regarded as 
miraculous. 


Last week while the team was

The 
place is a short distance above a big 
riffle, and here the current is very 
strong, the swirling \vaters

ten to fifteen feet in depth. 


Upon arriving at the swimming 


hole, according to the story told, El- 
liott stripped 
off his clothes 
and 


plunged into the water, leaving 
his 


companions sitting on the bank of 
the stream. 
He had been in the wa- 


ter about five 
minutes 
when

climbed up on the diving board and 
dove into the deep water. He rose to

Beverly, Mass., July 24.—In a state, 


ment given to the newspaper men Pres- 
ident Taft expressed his personal grat- 
ification at the passage of the Canadian 
reciprocity bill by Congress, bestowed 
credit for its success upon Secretary 
of State Knox, the Republicans and 
the Democrats, and acquitted the mem- 
bers of the latter party from 
the 


charge of playing politics in their sup- 
port of the measures. 


Without their aid, the President 


frankly admitted, the reciprocity pact 
would have failed of passage. 


In his own judgment, the President 


declared, the agreement would mark: 
an epoch in the relations between the 
United States and Canada, and those 
who opposed the 
bill 
in Congress 


would find their prophecies disproved 
and their fears allayed by Its actual 
operation. Its passage by the Cana- 
dian Parliament, the last step before it 
becomes a bond between the two coun- 
tries, he hopes and believes would be 
forthcoming. 


The statement reads as follows: 
"That I am very much pleased with 


the passage of the Canadian reciprocity 
bill through both Houses of Congress* 
goes without saying, 
I believe aad~ 


hope it will be followed by similar ac- 
tion by the Dominion Parliament. In 
my judgment the going into effect oB 
the agreement will mark a new epoch 
In the relations between the United" 
States and Canada, and It will tend to 
a marked increase in the trade be- 
tween the two countries, which will 
be in every way beneficial to both. 


"I hope the credit that belongs to 


Secretary Knox and his special assist- 
ants at the State- Department in the 
negotiating and framing of the pact 
and their lucid explanation and defense 
of its terms will not be withheld. 


"Tn a sense the bill passed was a 


non-partisan measure, though the Re- 
publicans who voted for it probably 
did so on an economic theory, and the 
Democrats who voted for it' on an- 
other. 


"I should be wanting in straightfor- 


ward speaking, however, if I did not 
freely acknowledge the creuTt that be- 
longs to the Democratic majority la 
the House and the Democratic mTuorl- 
ty in the Senate for their consistent 
support of the measure in an earnest 
and sincere desire to secure its pass- 
age. 
Without this, reciprocity would 


have been impossible. 


"It would not have been difficult for 


them to fasten upon the bill amend- 
ments affecting the tariff generally In 
such a way as to embarrass the Ex- 
ecutive and to make it doubtful wheth- 
er he could sign the bill, and yet to 
claim popular approval for their sup- 
port of reciprocity in its defeat. 
In 


other words, the Democrats did not 
'play polities' in the colloquial sense in 
which these words are used, but they 
followed the dictates of a higher pol- 
icy 


"We Republicans who have earnest- 


lv sought reciprocity and 
some of 


whose votes were necessary 
to 
the 


passage of the bill may properly onjov 
mutual felicitations on a work well 
done. To those who opposed the bill 
on the ground that it will do harm to 
the farmers, we can only say that we 
who have supported the passage of the 
bill look forward to the test of the 
actual operation 
of 
the 
reciprocity 


measure to disprove their prophecies 
and allay thoir fears. The satisfaction 
which actual experience in its work- 
ing will si\o, we can confidently hope, 
will socuro its permanency 
In a dec- 


ade its benefits will contribute much 
to a greater United States and a great- 
er Canada."

BASF6ALL CIRCLES 


Local Club Loses Two Games as Well as Having Two 


Score Loyal Fans Injured By Collapse of Bleach- 


ers—This Is Followed By Destruction of the 


Grandstand By Fire. 


In the most disastrous day of base 


ball Newark has ever known, New- 
ark lost two games to Wheeling Sun- 
day, suffered a loss of a part of the 
third base bleachers by collapse, had 
twenty-five or thirty loyal support- 
ers hurt in the accident and to fin- 
ish the trouble in a definite manner, 
the grand stand was burned to the 
ground eight hours after the game 
•was over. 


It takes more 
than a disaster of 


this magnitude to kill baseball iu 
Newark and before the embers of 
the burned grandstand 
were cold, 


carpenters were at work erecting a 
temporary backstop for the games 
tomorrow , orders had been 
placed 


for suits, gloves and bats, etc., and 
other action taken looking toward 
recovering from the terrible blow. 


la the face of the double disaster 


resulting from the accident and fire. 
the detahs of the game sink into ob- 
livion. 
Newark lost the first game 


because of the inability to hit Hardy 
consecutively. 
Callahan himself was 


responsible for the loss of the second 
game when ne dropepd a high fly in 
the second inning with three men on 
bases. 
This play successfully exe- 


cuted would ^ave retired the side 
and five runs which followed would 
not have been scored.

Some Women We Ought to Know 


Mary Somerville and the Debt "Women 


Owe Her. 
\ B we women trot about to summer schools, or take special courses at 


A 
universities, or enroll as a student at our favorite college, we give 
r\ 
little heed to those who have gone before and made all this possible 


4 ^ 
for us. The probability Is we scarcely ever think of those who have 


abored that this heritage may be ours. We are more concerned about the 
•work ahead of us, the degrees we want to get, or the scholarship we are 
anxious to win. But If we would pause and look back a few hundred years, 
•we would quickly see that somebody has done hea%'y pioneer work in order 
that these privileges may be ours. No such opportunities were open to the 
women of a hundred years or so ago. And realizing all that is ours, we 
should not only honor those who have made all this possible, but we should 
determine to do what we can to pass on the heritage and to make it even 
goodlier. 


Mary Somerville was one of these pioneers who did so much to open 


up the road for woman's education. English women, to be sure, profit more 
by her efforts than do Americans. 
But such work is confined to no one 


country. Her efforts In England could not but influence and stimulate kindred 
efforts here. And Americans should give her a meed of gratitude as well aa 
their English sisters. 


Mary Somcrvillo was born in 1780. Ae a child, she was a great reader, 


and early learned Euclid surreptitiously. This in itself shows she was out 
of the ordinary, for any child, boy or girl, who will willingly partake of Kuclid 
la rare. She also studied Latin of her own Initiative, in order to read Newton's 
Prlncipla. Such conduct on the part of a girl was in her days unheard of, 
and of course aroused much ad\ crse criticism, for she was thought to be going 
entirely outside woman's sphere. 
But she persevered. 
In 1826, she con- 


tributed a paper to the Royal Society on the magnetizing powers of tho 
more refragible solar rays. This paper caused much discussion, both for the 
scientific knowledge it displayed, and the fact that it was written by a woman. 
She was beginning to make a place now by her sheer ability, and to set people' 
thinking that women havo brains and are as capable of assimilating higher 
education as men. 


She continued her scientific work, and contributed many other scientific 


papers to the Royal Society. She was given a literary pension; and at the 
age of 8D, published a volume on Molecular and Microscopic Science. 


After her death, a movoment was started to commemorate her name, and 


culminated in Somerville Hall at Oxford, the home of the women students of 
the college. A scholarship in mathematics for women was also founded in 
her memory. 


We owe much to such women as Mary Sotnerville, for the privileges In 


the matter of education that are now ours. When we think of the pleasure 
education brings Into our lives, wo cannot honor su«b pioneers too much. 
For theirs was a thorny path to tread 
They met opposition, ridicule 
Few 


appreciated or sympathized with their efforts or their interests 
We who 


havo so much Interest and sympathy In our studies and our rforts to advance, 
can scarcely comprehend what the lack of all this, and bittrr opposition as 
well, publicly and privately, meant to the eager student hungry for knowledge.

Present right doing 
nnd right thinking, or wrongdoing and 
wrong thinking will have much to do 
with the condition of every man and 
woman at that time. He or she will 
enter upon that Day of blessing and 
opportunity either from a higher or a 
lower standpoint proportionately as he 
or she has acted wisely and conscien- 
tiously in the present time. 


But nothing that the -world can do 


cnn Interfere with God's great proposi- 
tion, that n full opportunity for life 
or death eternal shall then come to ev- 
ery member of the race because Christ 
died for the ungodly.

The liibto fnwly tells us timt many 


feature* of the Divine plau are now 
biddeu in mystery, but the last book 
of the Bible, which prophetically pic- 
lures the future, assures us that la 
liod's due tluie ''The mystery shall be 
finished, which He bath declared to 
His servants, the prophets" (Revela- 
tion x, 7). The same book assures ua 
that iu God'* due time, when the mys- 
tery is cleared. "AH nations shall come 
and worship U*fore Thee, for Thy 
righteous nets hiive been made mani- 
fest" (Hex-elation xv, 4). We are now 
living In the time when the "mystery" 
is ending and t&e righteous dealings 
Of God, from the Scriptural standpoint, 
may be clearly s<*eu.

It Is high time that parents reallM 


the true situation—It is almost too tat* 
ftoie.

System Increased JOG Per Cent.

$000,000.000. 


Columbus, O., July 24.—Tentative 


valuation of f 200,0no,ooo was plac- 
ed on the Pennsylvania railroad sys- 
tem by the state tax commission un- 
der the Langdon la\\, making an in- 
crease of 400 per cunt over the val- 
uation of last year, \\hich was $48,- 
000,000. 


As a result of the commission fig- 


ures, the total valuation of 
steam 


iroads in Ohio is approximately $600,- 
000,000, as compare.! 
with 
$16G,- 


000,000 last year. 


The valuation of the Baltimore & 


Ohio and the New York Central, the 
next two largest roads operating in 
the state, 
are 
$l<i!),000,000 
and 


$149,000,000, respectively. 


According to the report filed 
by 


the Pennsylvania system, it placed its 
own valuation at $!<::!,000,000, $5,- 
000,000 more than the old aggregate 
tax value of steam roads in the state. 


If the tentative value 
of 
$200,- 


000,000 is allowed to stand.it means 
that the Pennsylvania system 
next 


year will pay taxes amounting 
to 


approximately $2,000,000 on the 
1 


per cent basis. 
That sum will 
be 


paid into the county treasuries, dis- 
tributed proportionately 
with 
the 


mileage of the road in each county.
